The GAP Titan antenna spec is for you to specify any 100 Kilo Hertz segment of 
80M and they send you a cap that is color coded, for that segment. 


Your mileage may vary, and on my Gap I got 150 kilo Hertz with no tuner. 


Thanks to Jess for the nice post on the cap codes for 80M and the resolution 
of the problems the previous antenna owner created by not reading the 
instructions clearly, and not checking the cap. 

I am amazed that someone would skip the step about insulating the end of the 
counterpoise circle, because that is a clearly stated step of the 
instructions, and the nylon line to do that is furnished, thus the prior owner 
was really having a bad day! 


As to the use of tuner on 80M, I believe that clearly was to protect the cap 
at QRO, and indeed at QRP there should be no problem. 


One thing I like about the 40M operation of the GAP; it is full band unlike 


the restricted coverage of the R7. I think the R7 is even less than full band 
on 20. 

Having an antenna that does not require a tuner to switch it band to band has 

really been fun for me. I like to go all over the bands operating SSB or CW. 


It is good to read through all the instructions a couple of times before 
starting any assembly project. Take your time, and re-read if you break off 
for any length of time, to refresh your understanding of where you are. Check 
off steps. 


Have a place where you can spread out parts and check off that you have 
everything before starting. 


If you have an instruction that is unclear to you, find someone who has built 
that device before. That is a great thing about this list, there is a lot of 
experience out there. And remember, the manufacturer usually is very glad to 
help clarify things, as your feedback should help him produce a better 
instruction sheet and product.

2. CAUTION: On the MRF237 in the Motorola manual, it shows the transistor 
pinout, typical metal-can type, EXCEPT labeled CBE instead of the 
common EBC (looking at bottom of the can). Is this right? If so, 
then use caution when using a substitute, as they will likely have 
the more traditional E-B-C lead arrangement. Swapping the emitter 
and collector leads will likely be quite unhealthy for a HW-8/HW-9. 


The MRF237 is a VHF power transistor for CATV. 
The MRF475 is a 30MHzZ power transistor for CB and SSB linear amplifiers.

I have a fax of the schematic for the Explorer II, so I'll take a crack at 
installation instructions. This has not been tried that I know of. 


kk * 
1. Connect the KC1 MUTE output directly to the gate of Q3 (MPF102). 


2. Connect the KC1 VFO input line to pin 7 of U5 (RX mixer) through a CV of 
5 or 10pF. I don't think this will shift the VFO frequency much (and of 
course, if it does, you'll have the KC1 to tell you what the new frequency 
is!). 


3. Connect the KC1 AF output to U2 pin 3 (LM380N-8). Start with 100K for 
RA and no CA. Alternatively, you could connect the AF output to the 
sidetone pot (R2, 100K). The sidetone pot will then control the audio 
level coming from the KC1. You might want to disable the Explorer's 


internal sidetone in this case by removing R3. 


The rest is self-explanatory. I can't read the crystal or VFO frequencies 
on the fax that I have, so you'll still have to figure out what offset to 
program into the KC1. 


Please send me your corrections after trying the installation.

I cut my teeth on a vibroplex original bug, back in the 50's as a railroad 
op, but my first paddle was the Brown Bros iambic with both paddles and 
handkey on the same base, purchased in 1969.

I keep the Brown bros, with its handkey, a Vibroplex bug and the Mercury 
paddle all sitting on the desk, along with computer for keyboard, and 
heathkit keyboard, all paralleled into one "lil black box) The box 
presently has 2 ea 1/4" stereo plugs for paddle input to built-in keyers, 2 
ea 1/4" mono phone plugs and one of the radio shack 8 plug RCA Plug gizmo's 
so that I can plug in 12 different keying devices and simply hit whichever 
one I wish to key with, no switching. Inside the box is mounted a 10 
position rotary switch (4 pole), and I bring 6 ea 4wire cables out the back 
of the box to go to each of 6 different rigs. (still have 4 spares) I 
switch the rigs to be keyed with the rotary switch. Antennas (inv vee for 
80-40m on single RG-8 feedline, 80M horiz loop fed with homebrew open wire 
feeders, 20M monoband 4el beam) are selected thru the MFJ 989-B tuner to a 
coaxial switch, then to any of 5 rigs (the limit of my coaxial switch) 


This setup works like a dream, offers a lil versatility to key 4 Ten Tecs, 

& OHR Classic with a minimum of switching. (coaxial switch for ants to rig 
& rotary switch for keying device to rig). Keeps me from having to plug and 
unplug.
